Tbe next 
letter was from Major Tucker to Secretary 
Teller, giving the facts in connection with 
the) location of the lands mentioned, by him, 
and his associates, and protesting against aoy 
change by re survey oftheZnnl reeeivMion.

In connection with those lands are untrue. 
The no\t letter «»s from C«p'«in Lawtdn to 
General Logan.

Jas. Stevenson of the U. 8, geological sur- 


vey boars the following testimony in *letter

The land-was 
public land »t Uve time these entries were 
made, and u sucli w&i ot*n to <nU> by the 
public. Tbe gentlemen whojuade the entries 
were qualified to enter such l»nd and nijd a 
perfect right to do so, and they neither vlo- 
lated-thc law nor tin, ihihla «f nu> i**'}'0* 
whafovcr In so doing.
